Ido not think that John Calvin be- 
lieved, as some say he did, in the 
davunation of infantg, although some 
of the recent hot disfiAtes would seem 
to imply that there is such a thing as 
the damnation of infants.

When some of you grown people go 
out of this world your doubtful destiny 
will be an embarrassment to ministers

a logician aod a metapbysician, and by 
the proclivities of his nature put some 
things in an unfortunate way.

A gardener hands you a blooming 
rose, dewy fresh, but a sévere botanist 
}comes to you with a rose and says: ‘“‘I 
will show you the structure of this 
rose.”’ And he proceeds to take it 
apart and pulls off the leaves and he 
says: “There are the petals,” and he 
takes out the anthers and he says: 
“Just look at the wonderful structure 
of these floral pillars,’ and then he 
cuts the stem to show you the juices of 
the plant. So logic or metaphysics 
takes the aromatic rose of the Christian 
religion and says: “I will just show 
you how this rose of religion was fash- 
ioned;”’ and it pulls off of it a piece and 
says: ‘That is the human will,”’ and 
another piece and says: “This is 
God’s will,” and another piece and 
says: “This is sovereignty,” and 
another piece and says: ‘This is free 
agency,” this is this and that is that.

It is impossible that people who 
lived hundreds of years ago should 
fashion an appropriate creed: for our 


old creeds have been put under public 
scrutiny something radical must be 
done. Some would split them, some 
would carve them, some would elon- 
gate them, some would abbreviate 
them. -At the present moment and in 
the present shape they are a hinder- 
ance. Lazarus is alive, but hampered 
with the old grave clothes. If you 
want one glorious church, free-and un- 
incumbered, take off the ceremeuts of 
old ecclesiastical vocabulary. Loose 
her and let her go. 
Again, there are Christians who are 
under sepulchral shadows and _ hin- 
dered and hoppled by doubts and fears 
and sins long ago repented of. What 
they need is to understand the liberty 
of the sons of God. They spend more 
time under the shadow of Sinai than 
at the base of Calvary. They -have 
heen singing the only poor hymn that 
Newton ever wrote: 
’Tis a point [ long to know,

THE REAL ISSUE IN THE SEWE 

QUESTION, 
As hitherto outlined, the policy of | 
“sewers at-any-price” people is 
the persistent avoidance of the main 
issue, and the constant repetition of 
glittering generalities, such as the 
need of a sewer system for Los An- 
geles; the beneficial effect which the 
construction of sewers would have in 
attracting immigration; the advertise- 
ment which such an enterprise would 


be for the city; the work which it 
would furnish to the unemployed and 


the impetus which local trade would 


receive from the expenditure of a large veg 


amount of money, 

With the monotony of a pendulum 
and the persistency of a parrot, these 
interested advocates keep ladling out 
such nauseous stuff as this to the pub- 
lic, and have the temerity to call it 
argument. Few, .indéed, must be 
those who are decéived by such in- 
vertebrate statements, and those few 
must be very simple. 

Once. more we repeat that this 
is not a case of sewers or no sewers, of 
whether or not we desire to make Los 
Angeles a healthy and attractive city, 
or to provide work for the unemployed. 
The question is: Shall.we expend a 
million and-a half dollars for systems 
which many experienced men consider 
faulty and deficient, when we may ob- 
tain all we need in this line for $700,- 
000? With times so hard as they are 
at present, can we afford to throw 
away $500,000? 

The glaring disadvantages of the. 
Ballona outfall scheme have been re- 
peatedly exposed in these columns. It 
was these disadvantages which mainly | 
led to the defeat of the sewer bonds at 
the previous election. Now the same 
proposition is once more offered, the 
only difference being that the cost has 
been largely increased. Such aetion 
is little less than an insult to the

labored long and diligently, and 
evolved some valuable ideas on the 
sewer question. The suggestions of 
this body of citizens have been almost 
entirely ignored in the present pro- 
posed sewer systems. ’ 
Despite these facts, the advocates of 
the big expenditure theory have the 
temerity to assume that the only ques- 
tion before the voters is to choose be- 
tween their plans or no sewers at all. 
We again say that those who aro de- 
ceived by such “arguments” must be 
vory simple. 


SENATOR JONES’S SILVER BILL. 


There is great interest taken on this 
coast just now in the action of Con- 
gress on the silver question. There is 
no doubt that this question will play 
an importan§ part in the next national 
campaign. There bas been an aywaken- 
ing of public opinion on the subject in 


-the East, and our interests are no 


longer treated so superciliously as they 
previously were. 
The bill reported by Senator Jones, 
from the Committee on Finance, in re- 
lation to the coinage of silver, pro- 
vides: 
_§ecrron 1. That the Secretary of the 
Treasury is hereby directed to purchase, 
from time to time, silver bullion to the ag- 
gregate amount of $4,500,000 worth, in 
each instance at market prices thereof, not 
exceeding one dollar for 371.25 grains of 
pure silver, and also to purchase gold 
bullion as may be offered at the Treasury 
or apy sub-treasury of the United States; at 
a price not exceeding one dollar for 23.22 
grains of pure gold, and to issue in pay- 
meut for such purchases of silver and gold 
Uion treasury notes, to be prepared by 
the Secretary of the Treisury in such form 
and ot such denominations, not less than 
oné doilar nor more than one thousand dol- 
lars, as he may prescribe, ‘a s sufficient 
to carry into effect the provisions of this 
act is hereby appropriated oft of any money 
in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 
Sec, 2. That the tregspty notes issued in 
accordance with the Pfovisions of this act 
shall be redeemable fon demand in lawful 
money of the United States at the T'reas- 
ury of the United States or at the office of 
any assistant treasurer of the United States, 
and when so redeemed shall be canceled. 
Such treasury notes shall be receivable for 
customs taxes and all public dues, and 
when so received may be reissued; and 
such notes, when held by any national bank- 
ing association, may be counted as part of 
its lawful reserve. 
Sec. 3. That the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shall coin such portion of the gold and 
silver bullion purchased under the pro- 
visions of this act as may be necessary to 
provide for the redemption of the treasury 
notes herein provided for, and any gain of 
seignorage arising from such*coinage shall 
be accounted for and paid into the treasury. 
Sec. 4. That the gold and silver bullion 
purchased under the provisions. of this act 
shall be subject to the requirements of the 
existing laws and regulations of the mint 
serviee governing the methods of deter- 
mining amount of pure gold and pure 
silver contained and the amountof charges 
or deductions, if any, to be made, 


The next section repeats the Coin- 
age Act of February 28, 1878, and the 
final section puts the act in force 30 
days after its passage.

Even the million- 
aires were a disappointment, for they call 
all us easterners “‘tenderfeet,” and fleece us 
whehever they geta chance. This is an 
ugly land, this Southern California, and no 
mistake. It isrank heresy to say so, but I 
cannot help it. It’s nothing but a desert, 
and ugly at that. Go where you will, 
you’ve got to dig wells, and irrigate, and 
if you wantto makean oasis. Ifl 
ere a young Nova Scotian farmer, I'd 
rather stay at home and take my water 
from the clouds than to come here and 
delve into the bowels of the earth for it. 
This is pretty bad, but hear what 
this specimen grumbler bas to say of 
our orange orchards, for which even the 
average disappointed easterner basa 
few kind words: 
They are asnare and a delusion. There 
is no grass in them to loll on—only plowed 
land; the leaves are an inch thick with 
dust, and thousands of yellow balls, all just 
alike, dazzle one’s eyes to look at. Now 
there is some poetry in an rg orchard, 
Drive’through the Cornwallis Valley on an 
autumn day—you wouldn’t see such a sight 
in all California. I den’t see what people 
want to leave their native lands to come 


here for, unless they are very rich or very 
sick. 


The writer was evidently very sick— 
homesick. 

But here is the strangest accusation 
of all—the queerest we ever saw, even 
in these always funny growlers’ let- 
ters: 


OThe soil here has so few rocks and stones 
to give it character, that under heavy rains 
it hasa trick of giving way. 


This is certainJy the first time that 
we have heard any one grumble about 
the absence of rocks and stones from 
our soil.” These chronic grumblers 
generally declare that it consists of 
nothing else, along the foothills. 

What sort of childish people are 
these, that come out here and write 
such nonsense? Why don’t their guar- 
dians keep them at home? This man 
should be packed in cotton wool and 
sent back home tohis mamma.

The railroads which interest us as 
Californians have afforded a striking 
object lesson of late, to those who care 
to take it to heart; not a new or an 
unexpected lesson, for it has been 
characteristic of the teachers, but a 
lesson which some of us seem to need 
trepanned into us about three times a 
year. It is so simple that he who runs 
may read; but lest some runner {ail to 
read as he runs, 1 am- here to throw it 
after him im chunks—some of which I 
trust will bit him in his flight. 

The roads leading to the Pacific 
Coast may be broadly divided into two 
classes, both geographically and 
morally. Geographically, there are 
the Northern and the Southern routes; 
morally,the pirates and the gentlemen. 
I do not think any one who 
has lived in California very long 
will need any diagram of the 
latter classification. The two classes 
are not in equal danger of the climate 
hereafter, but both are more or less 
its victims here. The northern roads 
are blockaded with snow every winter, 
and now and then loseatrainin un- 
fatbomable drifts.

A DETERMINED SUICIDE. 
An Old 


Man Hangs Himself in the 
San Pasquale Valley. 

SAN PASQUALE, March 6.—[{To tke 
Editor of Tne Trves.] An old .man 


named Stafford Hunt committed sui-| 


cide this morning at the Mourton 
ranch, in the upper end of the San 
Pasquale Valley.
